Stockholm, May 5 (Correspondence 
of The 
Associated 
Press).— Belief 
that the people of Russia want, above 
all things, peace at any price, is a 
mistake, asserts Vladimir Bourtseff, 
a noted Russian former revolution­ 
ary and newspaper man who has ar­ 
rived here from Finland. 
“The Bolsheviki threaten the to­ 
tal destruction 
of 
Russia," 
said 
Bourtseff to a writer in the Dagens 
Nyheter. 
“They attained power by 
the help of the Germans and by the 
same means are maintained in pow­ 
er. Bolshevism is a danger not only 
for Russia but for the whole world 
and it is necessary that the support­ 
ers of its doctrines should be thor­ 
oughly defeated. 
Russia cannot be 
saved so long as the Bolsheviki are 
in control. 
I am convinced they can 
be conquered and J hope it will not 
be long before they are suppressed. 
“ W hat Russia needs is a govern­ 
ment composed of Democrats and Ca­ 
dets (Constitutional Democrats) with 
a man like Korniloff or Milyukoff at 
its head. 
The idea that 
the 
land 
above all things wants peace at any 
price is a mistake. This would be 
made plain under another govern­ 
ment which, unlike the present, was 
not dependent on German support." 
Bourtseff at the beginning of the 
war was living in Farts as a refugee. 
He immediately returned to Russia 
to offer his services to the govern­ 
ment against Germany. 
He was ar­ 
rested the moment he roached Rus­ 
sian soil and sent to Siberia.

a year there he was released on the

W ashigton, June 7.— The German 
government, 
threatening 
mistreat­ 
ment of Americans because of the 
imprisonment of the bomb plotter 
Franz Rintelen, has been warned by 
the United States to remember that 
such a step will draw swift retalia­ 
tory action upon the thousands of 
Germans in this country. 
Germany's threat and the answer 
of the United States were disclosed 
today by the state department. 
In 
a note presented by the Swiss minis­ 
ter here, the Berlin 
foreign 
office 
proposed to exchange for Rintelen, 
Siegfied Paul London, 
a 
German- 
born naturalized 
American 
citizen 
serving ten years in prison in Ger­ 
many for acting as a Russian spy. 
Notice was given that an answer 
to this proposal was awaited before 
putting into execution measures of 
reprisal against Americans in Ger­ 
many because of the failure of prev­ 
ious efforts to release Rintelen. 
Secretary Lansing replied with a 
terse communication refusing to con­ 
sider the exchange and suggesting 
that while the United States does not 
acknowledge the principle of repris­ 
al occasioning physical suffering, it 
would be wise for Germany to con­ 
sider that if it acted upon that prin­ 
ciple it inevitably would be under­ 
stood to invite similar action. 
Point was given to the secretary’s 
suggestion by a statement issued to­ 
night by the 
war 
department. 
It 
shows that 133 
American 
soldiers 
have been located in German prison 
camps and 216 American civilians 
including merchant sailors are in­ 
terned in Germany, while there are 
5,000 Germans 
interned 
in 
this 
country including 1,310 prisoners of 
war. 
Capt. Franz Rintelen, 
as 
he 
is 
known in^ this country, operated as 
an arch-plotter and German agent 
before the United States entered the 
war. He was convicted at New York 
last 
year in 
conspiring 
to cause 
strikes in munition plants 
and 
in 
February this year of conspiring to 
destroy food and munitions on ships 
and was sentenced to four years* im­ 
prisonment. 
It has been reported th at he is a 
close relative of the kaiser, closer, 
possibly than was officially acknowl­ 
edged even when* the officer was in 
Germany under his own name.
